For this Purpoſe we have had The 
Soldier's and T he Seaman's Monitor, 
with many other Tratts of the lite Na- 
ture, wherein the pious Authors purſue 
the great Fuſineſs of Religion in general, 
by ſuch particular Cautions, 4s ſuit the 
Circumſtances of the Perſons whom t 


apply to. "Tis after the ſame Manner, 

that I propoſe ſome Advantage from the 

following Treatiſe ; thoſe who keep Houſes

of Rifreſhrnent, or Fntertainment, have 
undoubtedly Duties ariſing from their 
fecublan Hufes or Fraployment 5 they 
are exrord to Temptations, which are 
not equally common to all Afen; and 
Hey have ſome ſpecial Opportunities of 


frewing themfe Ives Zealous for the lord 


of Reſts; Ah I am there ſore iu [Topes, 
that A Trict of this Kind, being dit her 
purchalra by then ſel ves, or put into their 
Hands by ſome well dilpes'd Ncighhour, 
may be ſerviceable beth te themiſclues 
and others; may convince them, that 
their Employment dees not neceſſa: ily and 
unavoidably lead to Mickedneſs;, but that 
they may, even in ſo dangerow a Cullirg, 
acquit themſelves like honeſt Mas, and 
{ike good Chriſtians, who prefer nt either 
their Intereſt or their Pleaſure, to thoſe 
Duties, which they owe to God, and to 
their Neighbour. 
I am ſenſible, and ſo muſt every one 
be, that makes the leaſt Obſervatien, 
that there are too many of theſe Houſes, 
which enjoy a legal Allowance in this 
Nation; and that as effetual a Way 
as any to prev ut the ill Conſequences 
thereof, would be to ſuppreſs many of the 
Houſes ;, thoſe that are diſorderly, and 
thoſe that are uſeleſs. But what is com-

T hus ſome who are Sojouruers, 
Journey men, or dervants, find it a 
great Conveuiency to repair to ſuch 
Houſes tor their conſtin- Meals; and 
the law allows them to do lo, pro- 
vided that they ſtay not too long, nor 


ti:ke Occaſton, upon a pretence of 


ſupplying their Neceſſitios, to ſpend 

their Time in idleuels or Excets. 
Set. 4. Publick-Houſes do indeed 
ſerve other Ends and Purpoſes, be- 
ſides thoſe already mention d; which 
I will not lay miglit be as well an- 
ſvered without them; but | 1 imagine 
they are all, or moſt of them, reduci- 
ble to thoſe above ; whether they be 
to receive Perſons, w ho meet together 
upon 
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upon making Contracts or Bargains 
in the Way of Commerce ; and whe- 
ther this be done at common and or- 
dinary Times, or at the more publick 
and ſtated Sealonsof Fairs aud Mar- 
kets; or laſtly, whether the publick 
Buſineſs of the Nation, or the more 
private Atfairsof Lordihips, Pariſhes, 
Cr. do require the Meeting together 
of many Perſons ; fo that the moſt 
convenient Places for theſe are gene- 
rally eſteemed ſuch Houſes as | am 
treating of. However, this may be 
affirm'd of them all in general, thag 
the Deſign of them is to be uſeful; 
and that their UV ſefulneis conſiſts in 
their being duly and regularly kept, 
according to the ſeveral Laws of the 
Nation provided for that purpoſe, 
and founded upon the Neceſſit ies 
and Conveniencies of the People? 
How this may be effected, is the 
Subject of the Second Part, and the 
principal Aimot this whole Treatile ; 
to which I ſhall therefore now pro- 
ceed,

But notwithſtanding the Suc- 
ceis of this Attempt is very doubt tul, 
I ſhall endeivourr to lay down ſome 
Rules of Conduct for the Maſters 
and Miſtretſes of Publick-Flonies, both 
with Regard to their Gueſts, and to 
themſelves. Both indeed muſt of 
Neceſſity be ſomewhat concern'd in 
them all ; but tor the Sike of Me- 
thod, I ſhall make a Diſtinction be- 
tween them, aud thiil begin with 
thoſe Things, which clietly concern 
the Publick-Houte-! .eepers them- 
ielves; becaule in Truth little is to 
be enpected, with regard to another's 
Late.

Sect. z. And here, in the firſt place, 
! muſt in a moſt earneſt Maurer re- 
commend Sobriety to all ſuch Perſons, 
not only as it is a Duty incumbent 
upon all Chriſtians, but as thev more 
pi ticularly are incompaſſed wit h pei- 
petuul Temptations to the Vice 0: 
intemperauce. The free and unre- 
tram d Command of Iiquors which 
they have, the lefs Expence which 
thev are at for them, even when they 
ark at theirown Coſt, the coi.tiuual 
So:Icitations or Offers of their Gueſts, 
tho” perhaps ſoberly diſpos'd them- 
ſelves, and the drinking ſo often at 
the charge of others, ſome or all of 
theſe are apt to induce them to go 
beyond a proper meaſure, aid to ex- 
ceed the Rules of Sobriety. 

Shou!d I here urge their own tem- 
poral Advantages, as an luducement 
to keep themlelves and their Families 
in conſtant and regular Order, ſober 
and temperate, this might poſſibly 
be an Argument, which to thoſe, 
who think they promote their own 
Trade, by drinking with every one 
that comes, would prove in _ 

ut

bat I'm lure, *twere eaſy to demon- 
ſtrate, that in any Trade or Buſineſs, 
particularly in that which I am ſpeak- 
wg of, a continu'd Courſe of Regu- 
larity and Sobriety tends much more 
tothe carrying, on their Buſineſs with 
Profit and Advantage, than Rioting 
and Drunkennets can do. This, how- 
ever, may be juſtly here obſerv'd, 
that Men who are habitually addicted 
and diſpos'd to Intemperance, if they 
have any Regard to the Health of 
their Bodies, or the Welfare of their 
Souls, ſhoul4 not put themſelves in- 
to this publick Employment, as 'tis 
too uſual for ſuch Perſons to do; 
when they have ſo miſpent theic 
Time in Idleneſs or Extravagance, 
that their proper Callings, in which 
they were bred up, fail to yield them 
a Support and Maintenance, this is 
theic laſt Shift ;, if they canget into 
a Publick-Houle, they expect Encou- 
ragement from all ſuch idle Sots as 
themſelves; then they imagine they 
may drink on with more Freedom 
and lels Expence, and ſo may be the 
better able all the Days of their Life 
to carry ou the wretched Work of 
their own Damnation. 
Sect. 
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Sect. 4. A ſecond Thing, which | 
would recommeiid to thote who keep 
Publick-Houles, i Chaſtiy. This 
they ſhould ** ſtrict Regard to, 
not only in themfeiyve;, but their 
whole Family alto; to that whoever 
repairs to their lloules with any 
other View, or by being there dilor- 
der d with L*quor is prompted to 
purſue his Lufte, may fiud himfelr 
dilappointed, and may be cither 
brought to Puniſhment, or receive 
ſuch ſharp and ferious Rebukes, as 
to be dilcouraged from attempting 
the ſome for the ſuture. 

Looſe aud diforderiy People gere- 
rally depend upon meeting with thole 
in Publick-Houſes, who will anſwer 
their wicked Ends, and comply with 
their Solficitations. And een whe 11 
they do not frequent them {or that 
P:rpote, this often proves the Con 
lequei:ce of their r 1; lo 
that the Maſters aud Miſtr-: * ot 
ſuch Houles, ſhould fet a aouble 
Curd upon themlelves and tHe tr Fas 
mes; they ſhould take more tht 
or linary Pains to inftruct their Chi!. 
dren, and to arm them with a rc: 
zious Principle to love Modet:y, u.. 4 
with

with u!l Chriſtian Arguments to de- 
tend it; and they ſhould ule a more 
than ordinary caution in inquiring 
iuto the chaſte Diſpoſition and ver- 
tuous Behaviour of thoie, whom they 
take iuto their Service; Ihe they ſliould 
like vile immediately dite harge them 
whom they Pn to be otherwilz 
ditpos Q : Thus far they are oblig'd, 
in order to prevent aud diſcourage 
Vice, in Proportion to the Power aud 
Opportunity which they have intheir 
Station; ard it for the Sake of pro- 
motiug their Trade they act other- 
wito.let them conſider {eriouily,w hole 
rade they are carrying on, that 


they are but Afliftants to the Devil, 


and Factors for the Kingdom of Dark- 
nels; that they advance their own 
worldly Gaius at the Lots of their 
eternil Happinets; aud that they 
live by luch a wretched Support and 
M1iwmeumce, as the Devils them- 
vas delight iu; the Deſtruction of 
Mens Souls. 

Sect. 5. Ore Thing more, which 
may inleed be apply' to mult other 
Prolelious aud Callings, but, as is 
generally imagin'd, iu perticular 
M1227 to thole in Publick-Houles,

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is to recommend what the World 
commonly calls by the Name ot Ho- 
neſty, i. c. letting thoſe, who pay tor 
it, have Goods both in Quantity aud 
Quality, according to the Value of 
their Moncy, and their juſt ExpeQa- 
tions. To enquire into the many 
Knaveries that are committed in any 
Trade, would be a tedious Task, 

and is not my preſent Purpoſe. Lan- 
keepers, victualſers, c. KN. well 
enough, what is required of chem un- 

der the Title of Honeſty, only | muſt 
by the Way oblerve, that they cannot 
well be too often reminded of it. 
They are not ignorant, that the Scar 
Meaſure is abominable, and yet it is to 
be found in moſt of their Houſes ; 

that if they charge their Gueſts with 
more than they have really had, 'tis 
no other than downright Robbery : z 
nay, that even it they demand exor- 
bitant Gains, tis Extortion; they 
know well enough, tho? they! are too 


often blind as to the M' ickedneſs of 


it, that the putting any Gueſt into 
a damp Bed or Sheets, which has coſt 
many a one his I.ife, is a Degree 
of Murder ; and 'tis impoſſible, one 
would imagine, but they muſt be 

len-

tenfible, that the defrauding a Man's 
Beaſt of his appointed Provender, is 
a horrid Piece of lujuſtice to the 
Maſter, as well as Cruelty to the 
Beaſt ic felf. 

Thele are ſuch heavy Articles ot 
Diſhoneſty, as the Publick-Houſe- 
Keeper, who deſires to maintain a 
tolerable Reputation in the World, 
and to go out of it with any Peace of 
Conſcience, will never ſuffer to be 
laid againſt him; "tis not his being 
in a Station, which gives him ſuch 
continual Opportunities of cheatin 
and cozening, nor its being the Pra- 
tice of ſo many in the ſame Calling, 
that will in the leaſt excuſe him ; for 
in Propo:tion to the Temptations he 
meets with to corrupt his Integrity, 
he ſhould arm himlelt with Relolu- 
tion to hold it faſt, and not let it go; 
and the more difficult it is for him 
to gain the Vittorv over the World 
aut the Devil, the more glorious 
and joyful will it be to him when 
tis obtained. 

And here I cannot but take Notice 
of one Thing, which may poſſibly, 
by fooliſh and incoafiderate Mea, be 
urg'd as an Excule for W 

tha: 
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that Injuſtice which they ave gut, 
of, and that is the high ict, to 
which Publick-jloutes are evicral!\ 
advanced, fo as very 0.ten to exce-s! 
doable the Retits of private 0405 vi 
the lime real Good:els, Is tomy: » 
the L.aiid-lords of Houles to let them 
tor that Purpole; and this tempt <s, 
and as they will probably urge, obli— 
ges the Jenas, by fome Means or 
other, to male more than ordinary 
Gaius upon their Gueſts ; but ſurely 
neither of them conſider what the) 

are about; how they jointly conlpie 
to carry oA ] ride of lniqufty, and 
are Partakers of each other's Sins. 
He that lets his Houle for a publiek 
one, only becaule he can thereby ad- 
vance his Reut, is not «ware how 
deeply he is concerud iu al the Wich- 
ednels that is contequent thereupon; 
and he who give above the Juſt 
Value of an Houle upon the fame 
Accouiit, does not regard how many 
Tricks and Fraud, what Impoſitious 


and ixtortions, whit AVowance of 


\Wickediiels and Debruchery, What a 
co::tinued Scene ol l:iquity, in ſhort, 
he will be tempted to go through, 
1 Order to diſcharge fo heavy a 

Bur- 
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Burthen of Expences, and yet in a 
tolerable Manner to maintain him- 
lelt and his Family. | 
Sekt. 6. Thus far | have conſider d 
thote Things, which chiefiy regard 
the Per ſous who keep Publick Houles, 
1. c. the Things, which as to their 
Conduct and Management do princi- 
pally concern themlelves ; what does 
in an efpecial Manner relate to their 
Gueſts, comes now to be confider'd. 
And here, in the firſt Place, tis a 
very neceſfary Caution, that they 
oblerve the proper and ſeaſonable 
Times of receiving and entertaining 
Gueſts in their Houfes. Aud yet, 
were we to look into many of them, 
we ſhould, I fear, perceive not only 
the natural Differeuce betwixt Day 
and Night to be almoſt loft, but 
that religious Diſtinction alſo betwixt 
lacred and common Times to be en- 
tirely laid aſide and dilregarded 
amongſt them. A benighted Tra- 
veller may indeed ſometimes ſtand 
in need of Reception at au improper 
Seaton; and ſome there are, who 
muſt have both their Lodging aud 
Proviſion in Publick-Houles, even up- 
on the Sabbath, to prevent their 
2 Dro- 
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Profauing it; but alas! this will not 
excule any Man tor entertaining thoſe 
idle and looſe Companies, that come 
to them on Purpoſe tor Midmght 
Revels and Debauches; nor thole 
Coutemners of the Lord's-Day, who 
make it their Choice to ſpend the 
whole, or a good Part thereof, in 
Publick-Houſes. Should we, as I be- 


* 


tore obleiv'd, look into many of 4- 


thele Places, and that even in the 
Time ct divine Service, we ſhould 
have but little Reaſon to think it 25 
the Lord's Sabbath; we ſhould rather 
be inclined, on the contrary, to be- 
lieve the Day to be appropriated to 
the Devil's Service, by finding ſuch 
Numbers, who make no other Ule of 
it; aud I am forry to fay, whole 
Agents they muſt be accounted, who 
keep their Doors open at the ſame 
Time with thoſe of the Church; or 
who, if they do ſhut them, do it 
only to hide and conceal them who 
ought to be elſewhere and better 
employ'd. 

Sect. 7. But a ſecond Particular, 
which reſpects the Gueſts, is, that 
the Publick-Houſe-Necper ihould in- 
duſtriouſly avoid and decline every 

Thing, 
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Thing, that may promote and eu- 
courage Profuſeneſs and lutemperauce 
in them. The World is indeed tut- 
acieatly inclin'd to Senſuality of all 


Sorts, and Multitudes do frequent 
Publick- Houles , eſpecially with a 
previous Purpole and Deſign of com- 
mitting Excels. But even  thoſe,who 
defign it not, are often betray'd in-
